President Truman said today that | 
‘while this country is girding for 


defense it has no “idea of de- 
stroying any otfier nation or any 
other government.” 
| Truman spoke in the enlisted 
men’s mess at this ordnance sta- 
tion after watching live-fire dem- 
onstration of new weapons, rang- 
ing from a lightweight .30-caliber 
rifle for the foot soldier to the 
new T-41 light tank. 
The President expressed hope 
for world-wide realization ‘that 
we are putting forth all these ef- 
forts for peace, and not with any 
idea of destroying any other na- 
tion or any other government.” 
While hem ade no mention of 
‘Russia, thi brief remark was re- 
garded as a plain enough answer 
/'to Prime Minister Stalin who last 
night accused the United States 
of plotting with its allies for an 
aggressive war against the rest 
of the world. 

Truman relived briefly his

Army ‘days of World War ! as 
‘he took a steel tray and walked 
through the chow line in the en- 
listed mess. 


Among the things the President 


saw was “ENIAC” (for electronic | 
numerical integrator and comput- | 


‘er), which solves complicated 
‘mathematical problems with the 
greatest of ease. Such machines 
‘were developed during World II. 
Truman said that it was fortunate 
that such beneficial results came 
from horrible conflicts. 

He said another great develop- 
ment from World War II was 
“peace terms between our Army, 
Navy and Air Force.” 

“If nothing else had been ac- 
complished in that war, it would 
have been one of the worthwhile 
products of that terrible strug- 
gle,” he said, adding that unifica- 
tion now “works perfectly.”

The initial reaction of respons- 
ible officials here was that while 
Stalin speaks with a powerful 
voice. he said nothing essentially 
new in reinforcing Russia's known 
position not only on the U.N. 
but on Communist China, the 
Korean conflict, the issue of 
blame for present world tension 
and the question of the inevit- 
ability of war. 

Regarding this last question, 
there is agreement here with the 
Russian chief's assertion that 
world conflict is not yet inevit- 
That, however, is as far 
as the agreement goes. Where 
Stalin proposed in effect that the 
breaking point might be avoided 
by the free nations falling into 
step with Communist policy. west- 
ern leaders are convinced the 
‘only hope for peace lies in off- 
‘setting Communist military power 
with western strength and in 
opposing Red expansion at all 
points. 

As propaganda, Stalin’s; Pravda 
interview was interpreted'here as 
a device for confusing the coun- 
cils of the west and dividing the 
western Allies.

Assails Attlee Statement. 
| Stalin called the recent state- 
ment by British Prime Minister 
Attlee, that the Soviet Union did 
not disarm after World War II, “a 
slander against the Soviet Union.” 
He charged that the Socialist 
‘Government of Britain was not 
in favor of peace “but of une 
leashing a new aggressive world 
war” in concert with the United 
States. 

Stalin castigated the United 
Nations as being not truly rep- 
resentative of world opinion.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since the editorial department of the 
Post-Dispatch seems to be completely 
uninformed as to the purposes, pro- 
cedures and operation of the Missouri 
Urban Redevelopment Act, please per- 
mit me to correct some of the false im- 
pressions which your paper has been 
Passing on to its readers. 

(1) The purpose of the Jaw is to in- 
terest private capital in clearing out 
slums and poorly planned areas and 
replacing them with modern apart- 
ments at nominal rentals. 

(2) The legislative body of the city 
can in its discretion declare an area 
blighted if in its opinion they believe 
that area to meet one or more require- 
ments set by the statutes. 

(3) Upon approval by the legislative 
body, the Urban Redevelopment Corpo- 
ration then negotiates for the purchase 
of the land with the owner. If the 
owner is not satisfied with the offer, 
competent, qualified appraisers are 
brought in and a fair market price 
— upon comparables in the imme- 

late vicinity is arrived at. If the 
owner is still not satisfied the corpora- 
tion then places this money in escrow 
with the court, and the jury decides 
and sets its own price. Meanwhile the 
project is not unreasonably delayed and 
the owner is assured of a fair markct 
price. 

(4) The project's mortgage is insured 
by FHA and as such all rentals are set 
and controlled by FHA and not by the 
sponsor. The tax-forgiveness feature 
benefits the tenant only, and the FHA 
reduces the rentals by whatever savings 
accrue through tax forgiveness. 

(5) The statute attempts to limit 
profits but that section is unnecessary. 
The operating profits of any project 
whose mortgage is insured by FHA are 
set by federal law, not to exceed 6'2 
per cent of the cash investment. 

(6) The Westchester Hetghts Corpo- 
ration will invest 10 per cent of the 
total cost of the development. This 
will amount to more than $1,000,000 
and should be sufficient proof of the 
integrity of the sponsoring corporation. 

In the final analysis the concern of a 
liberal newspaper should not be with 
how much money a sponsoring corpora- 
tion will make or lose, but rather how 
much will the community benefit by 
the project, and benefit it must by vir- 
tue of the fact that it will have gained 
1750 middle-income rental units that it 
does not have today. 

These, gentlemen, are the simple 
facts. Please print them in their en- 
tirety or not at all.

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New Style Sheriff 


There is one law enforcement officer in the 
area whose official conduct on its face requires 
no investigation by the Kefauver committee. He 
is Max Hill, now in his third month as Sheriff 
of St. Clair county. 

Mr. Hill is one of those surprises in politics 
which come along only once in a blue moon. 
He apparently believes that a sheriff should en- 
force the law. More than that, he is busy en- 
forcing it. Here are just a few of the entries 
in his brief period of public service thus far: 

1. Reduced commercialized gambling in St. 
Clair county to small-scale operations, on a 
sneak basis. Whereas the county was once no- 
torious for wide-open handbooks which accom- 
modated throngs of suckers, today gambling is a 
shifting, back-room affair for a handful of cus- 
tomers, with a lookout posted. 


2. Raided a big dice layout at the Torch club— 


on Highways 66 and 67, north of East St. Louis. 

No one could remember when a sheriff had 

previously raided a big-time St. Clair county 

crap game. 

3. Went into a handbook and announced that 
he was the new sheriff and that the management 
had just “60 seconds” in which to fold up. The 
astonished management folded forthwith. 

4. Told all slot machine operators who have 
asked for “authority to go” that no one has or 
will have such clearance. As proof that he 
means business, he has not only seized one-arm 
bandits, but has gone so far as to use the ax. 

5. Closed down gambling dens which were set 
up near Scott Air Force Base. These joints 
were designed to skin military personnel. First 
Sheriff Hill raided them. Since the raid he has 
himself repeatedly visited the spots to see that 
the sharpers have not re-established their 
crooked games. 

6. Put his deputies to work. Traditionally a 
sheriff's deputy in St. Clair county—as in many 
other counties—drew his pay, picked up more 
on the side, but performed no duties. Sheriff 
Hill’s notice to his force was so out of line with 
custom that a chief deputy resigned. 

7. Gave his deputies standing orders to con- 
fiscate all punch boards which they see. Since 
Sheriff Hill took office in December his force 
has collected and burned an estimated 500 of 
these silent money grabbers. It still may be 
possible to “take a chance” by asking for a 
punchboard hidden under the counter, but the 
old lavish displays which invited the gullible to 
part with their money are gone. 

8. Made it a practice to investigate all com- 
plaints. The citizen who calls up Sheriff Hill 
will have his information or suggestion looked 
into. This also is a break with the past since 
the Sheriff's office historically admitted these 
complaints in one ear and even more quickly 
escorted them out the other-ear. 

9. Undertook to police the unincorporated 
areas of St. Clair county. These portions of 
the county are without police protection unless 
the Sheriff's office provides it. The force is not 
adequate, even after a thorough redeployment of 
personnel, but a start has been made. 

10. Cleaned up the County Jail at Belleville. 
The Jail was a dirty, insanitary place—a re- 
proach to the people of the county. Sheriff Hill 
saw no reason why it should not be at least 
clean and proceeded to have it scrubbed out. 

Mr. Hill happens to be a Democrat. That to 
him is. only a party designation. A veteran of 
World Wars I and II, he apparently believes that 
our government is no better than the people 
who administer it and no more effective than 
the support forthcoming for law and order from 
the rank and file of citizens. He seems to know 
that this and must be nonpartisan. 

So often it is necessary to criticize local of- 
ficials for failure to discharge their lawful re- 
sponsibility. That makes the performance of 
Max Hill all the more refreshing. On the basis 
of his nearly three months in office, St. Clair 


county can take pride in its new style sheriff. 
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Marquis Childs’ Experience 

After having been barred as a speaker at the 
Miner Teachers’ College, Washington, D. C., 
because his name was listed in the unevaluated 
files of the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, Columnist Marquis Childs has been 
“cleared.” He and two other speakers who 
found themselves in the same difficulty have 
received renewed invitations from the school. 

It was all but inevitable that Mr. Childs, ‘a 
former Washington correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, should have emerged from this experi- 
ence with flying colors. He is widely and well 
known, so the implied reflection on his charac- 
ter was quickly publicized and evoked the sharp- 
est of protests. 

We cannot help wondering, however, if a less 
advantageously placed citizen would have fared 
as well. Certainly, more than a few people, 
especially governmental employes, are reluctant 
these days to avail themselves fully of the rights 
guaranteed them by the Constitution. Discre- 
tion, they are compelled to remind themselves, 
is the better part of valor. When free citizens 
thus feel that they had better not avail them- 
selves of their freedom, there is something un- 
healthy in the state. 

We sincerely hope that Mr. Childs’ experience 
will bear the good fruit of helping make Wash- 
ington’s atmosphere as sane as it ought to be 
for all law-abiding Americans. 
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Notable French-Italian Agreements 
The extremely broad range of matters about 
which the French and Italian governments have 
reached agreement looks more impressive on 
paper than it is likely to prove to be in fact in 
the near future. 
~The premiers and foreign ministers of the two 
countries announced at the end of their confer- 
ence at Santa-Margherita, Italy, agreement to, 
among other things, West German equality with 
the other powers; creation of a European army 
as a prerequisite for European unity; extension 
of the economic pool idea to agriculture, trans- 
portation and forestry, and Italo-French collab- 
oration in all matters affecting North Atlantic 
defense. 

If anything can be done to implement in prac- 
tice only one of these agreements, it would be a 
major forward step for the free world. Cer- 
tainly Premiers Pleven and De Gasperi should 
be given all possible encouragement and assist- 
ance to set the wheels in motion. 

But the hard fact is that any move toward 
greater unity in West Europe seems always to 
run afoul eventually of the special problems 
posed by Britain and West Germany. West 
Germans now want not only the equality Pleven 
and De Gasperi promised them, but also reuni- 
fication of the two parts of their dismembered 
land. Meanwhile, they are holding out as a bar- 
gaining point the favor of their participation in 
steps toward unity. 

Most Britons, no matter how many political 
speeches Winston Churchill may see fit to make, 
have yet to be convinced that the demands of 


a 


Jeading their far-flung commonwealth can he 
reconciled with what would be required of them 
if they participated fully in a solely West Euro- 
pean union. 

These facts, however, are only reasons whv 
too great progress toward the bright future held 
out by Pleven and De Gasperi should not be 
expected. It is a notable day indeed when the 
premiers of two of the major West European 
powers can announce agreement on matters as 
fundamental and far-reaching as these. 
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A Strike Against Wage Policy 

The three labor members of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board have picked up their marbles and 
gone home, They have withdrawn from the 

fg board because they do not‘approve the wage 
stabilization policy recommended by the six 
other members, three representing industry and 
three representing the public. 

Labor is constantly objecting—with justice 
that it is not adequately represented in the top 
leadership of economic mobilization. How can 
it expect to earn such participation when its 
representatives go on strike against decisions 
they do not happen to like? 

The waikout is indefensible, but we think the 
labor members have some cause for dissatisfac- 
tion with the stabilization formula proposed by 
the board majority. The formula permits wages 
to be adjusted for cost of living increases since 
January 1950, provided these are less than the 
10 per cent maximum, but does not permit cost- 
of-living increases from now on. This is un- 
necessarily severe and is bound to create wide- 
spread discontent. 

The board mitigated the effect of its stand 
somewhat by promising that it would review the 
formula on July 1, the implication being that if 
living costs have gone up by then the formu 
will be adjusted to take account of it. 

Why stop with an implication? Why not sim- 
ply agree, as common sense and justice would 
suggest, that if the cost of living rises by so 
much, wage increases will be allowed at a rate 
which will yield total earnings adequate to 
cover the increase? Then if prices do level off 
the question becomes academic. 

And what if prices do not level off? In that 
case a wage freeze would be unjust and unen- 
forceable. Certainly if inflation is to be checked, 
wages must be brought under control. But 
from a practical standpoint it should be realized 
that without real price control there just will 
not be any real wage control. Since the Gov- 
ernment is promising that price control will 
eventually become real, it might as well in- 
corporate the promise in the wage formula by 
agreeing to a reasonable cost-of-living clause. 
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The Tories Charge Again 

Four times this month Winston Churchill's 
Conservatives have tried and failed to oust the 
British Labor Government through a vote of no 
confidence in Parliament. But Bulldog Church- 
ill, with all the pertinacity he displayed during 
World War II, is going back to the well once 
more. 

His fifth assault in the current siege, actually 
the eighth try in the last 12 months, is based on 
the Government’s peanut planting scheme in 
Africa, an issue which arouses more amusement 
and factional political heat than serious contro- 
versy in Britain. Since as popular an issue as 
the shortage of meat, or as important a matter 
as the rearmament effort, were insufficient to 
topple the Attlee government, it does not seem 
probable that this minor affair can do the trick. 

But because of the narrow majority of the 
Laborites in Parliament, it will be necessary for 
all of Britain’s cabinet ministers to desert their 
administrative jobs long enough to cast their 
votes in the House to assure their continuance 
in office. When this happens five times in a 
month, it becomes a serious nuisance, and a not 
inconsiderable interference with the business of 
running a government. What the Conservatives 
hope to gain by this sniping, other than ruffling 
of Labor tempers, is not clear. 

This, however, is the business of Britons, not 
Americans. The United States can be assured 
that whether the Attlee government ‘stands or 
falls will not affect importantly Britain's foreign 
policy and its firm determination to play its full 
role in the defense of democracy. 
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A Serious Tax. Leak 

There are two reasons why the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment is justified in looking 
for ways to tighten up the collection of the man- 
ufacturer’s tax. 

The most immediate reason is to add to St. 
Louis’ revenues the $500,000 or more which, ac- 
cording to License CoNector Joseph T. Hayden, 
now is not being brought in, largely for want of 
enough investigators and collectors. 

The second, and perhaps the more important 
reason lies in Mr. Hayden’s statement that 
manufacturers are deliberately evading this tax 
of $1.25 on each $1000 of sales in the state. 
They misrepresent their tax liability by claiming 
that goods are shipped out of Missouri, and they 
feel safe in doing so because of the city’s rela- 
tive inability to check up. 

Such an attitude reveals an unpardonable 
sense of business morality. But the gap also 
should be plugged because appreciable failure to 
collect any tax tends to undermine it. An ex- 
ample is the personal property tax which, except 
for automobiles, is largely a dead letter. 

Mr. Hayden says it would take 25 extra em- 
ployes to bring in the $500,000 which ought to 
be, but is not paid. A bit of quick mental arith- 
metic shows that the city would earn a very 
handsome dividend on the salaries of those ex- 
tra employes.

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Congressman Curtis on the RFC 

Federal grand juries have investigated less 
suspicious cases than that of mismanagement in 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. Conse- 
quently Attorney General McGrath will have a 
difficult time rejecting the demand for an in- 
quiry into the RFC by Representative Thomas 
B. Curtis. 

The Congressman from Webster Groves as- 
serts that he found 21 “serious possible viola- 
tions” of the laws pertaining to the RFC, in 
studying a Senate investigating committee re- 
port. The committee itself accused no one of 
violating the law, but enough has come to light 
to warrant a further intensive inquiry. 

There is no doubt that Republicans in Con- 
gress will try to make political capital out of the 
RFC case. There is no doubt, either, that many 
Congressmen have looked upon the RFC as a 
kind of golden goose. But all this seems beside 
the point. The RFC has made some exception- 
aliy unwarranted loans. It does not always 
seem to know what happened to the money.

Telecasts of Austin Jebb-Malik dehates last summer were major

Television, it is pretty generally agreed, 
came of age last summer when it broad- 
cast to all the cities on the cable the 
Jacob Malik debates with Warren Austin 
and Sir Gladwyn Jebb in the United 
Nations.

Condition Will Get Worse

of unsponsored time on davtime television. 
Eventually this will be gobbled up and 
then the United Nations or Congress or 
conceivably even the President will have 
great difficulty elbowing the soap com- 
panies out of the way long enough to get 
anv sort of message on the air. 

Just a week or so ago Justin Miller, 
president of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, appeared at the FCC hear- 
ings in Washington to oppose the reserva- 
tion of 20 per cent of television channels 
for educators. 


As Long As They Lasted 


Judge Miller declared that he was 
heartily in favor of television being used 
as an educational medium but felt that 
commercial licensees could do it better. 

This is hardly the point. 

There's no doubt but that commercial 
broadcasters, with their know-how and 
facilities, could do a whale of a job of 
education by television. 

But will they do it, if Procter & Gamble 
is offering cash money for a soap opera? 

“The kind of education that has been 
done already in this medium by com- 
mercial licensees is very impressive,” said 
Judge Miller, who went on to cite as a 
particularly glorious example “the now- 
famous U.N. telecasts.” 

Well, they were impressive as long as 
they lasted. But they didn't last very long.

It is difficult for an editorial writer to 
forget today’s newspaper headlines and 
force himself to survey the panorama of 
the future. It is hard to concentrate on 
quail cover restoration when one’s own in- 
stinct for survival tends toward thoughts 
of atom-bomb shelters.

eddies. And no one can estimate the ex- 
tent of that black tunnel. | 

Our natural resources must again bear 


the brunt of preparation for war—but that 
must never be made the excuse for insane 
exploitation and mad waste! It has been 
said again and again—it must be repeated 
until everyone recognizes the truth—that 
the power and the glory of the United 
States stems from the rushing streams, 
the fertile soil, the stately timber and the 
earth-shrouded minerals of this land that 
is ours. 

The mission of #he conservationists of 
America, then, is eternal vigilance over 
our resources. We must demand that thev 
be expended wisely, for the good of all 
rather than the profit of a few. We must 
insist that there shall be no waste, no 
casual flinging away of our substance.

WAS interested the other day 
[in reading the request of the 

Federal Loyalty Review Board 
for permission to consider not 
only a person’s present loyalty 
but any past evidence os associa- 
tion with questionable groups and 
to resolve doubtful cases in favor 
of the Government. 

Hiram Bingham stated that at 
present the Communist party is 
working underground and it is 
practically impossible to prove 
who are party card holders. That 
of course, is obvious, and it seems 
to me that any reasonable doubt 
should always be resolved in fa- 
vor of the Government. This cer- 
tainly should be so concerning 
positions in which papers and 
knowledge are available’ that 
migh{ be of use of an enemy. 

¥ © * 

ON THE OTHER HAND, I can- 
not help thinking that a good deal 
of discretion must be left to the 
Loyalty Board in their decisions. 
I have always felt, for instance, 
that quite obviously many up-and- 
coming energetic young men, who 
were in college and about to en- 
ter the labor market in the early 
1930s, were justified in question- 
ing whether our economic system 
was meeting the needs of the peo- 
ple as a whole. The exploration 
at that time of what Communism 
proposed would not have been a 
subversive act in any way. 

I think on loyalty boards there 
should always be people qualified 
to make distinctions between in- 
quiring minds who seek solutions 
to questions rising out of our 
present-day situation and the sub- 
versive individual who acts under 
the orders of a foreign govern- 
ment. 

* * * 

WHERE THERE IS real doubt 
as to the actual loyalty to the 
country on the part of anyone 


employed in the Government, it 
seems unthinkable to take the 
risk of putting someone into a 
Government job. It will be in- 
teresting to see how the new Loy- 
alty Review Board acts on this 
subject. They have the double 
duty of preserving our tradition- 
al liberties and must think of 
every question from the two 
points of view. 

The organizations favoring 
world government are trying to 
get the state legislatures to pass 
resolutions in favor of a world 
federal government. They say 
that this is being done to 
strengthen the United Nations, 
but, of course, it requries a com- 
plete change in the setup of the 
UN, 

o>: & << 

THEY ARE ASKING that the 
U.N. no longer be an association 
of governments but an associa- 
tion of peoples. They want a 
world parliament with elected 
representatives from the different 
nations; they would impose taxes 
to raise funds and they would 
pass laws that would be effective 
in all the nations. 

Getting these resolutions passed 
in the State Legislatures is a 
roundabout way of attacking the 
whole problem in the hope of 
presenting Congress with a for- 
midable demand for this type of 
world government. I think these 
groups must be forgetting that 
all the other nations must want 
this type of government, too, and 
that there are a great many diffi- 
culties involved that have not 
been clearly discussed before the 
American people as a whole. 

Before this state-by-state reso- 
lution business is carried on much 
further I hope there will be a 
much more effective discussion 
of what might be the actual re- 
sults of this rather idealistic talk 
about world government. 


Playing Canasta to Win | 


By Albert H. Morehead 


HERE are three stages in a 
Canasta game—when you need 
50, when you need 90, when 


you need 120—and to win the’ 


game you must pass through all 
three of them. But you do not 
unnecessarily pass to the next- 
higher stage unless you can make 
a large score while you're about 
it. 

Put it this way: A score of 2900 
is better than a score of 3100. It 
may turn out to be much better. 
, Suppose you have these cards 
eft: 


You started the deal with 2400. 
Your melds include a joker and 
four kings, 6-6-6-2, and 10-10-10-2, 

Now you can go out, complet- 


ing a canasta of kings. Before 
playing, think of the score. 

Ordinarily you wouldn't count 
up your exact score. It’s too much 
trouble. Only when you are very 
close to one of the key scores, 
1500 or 3000 or 5000, should you 
bother to do it. This is one of 
the times. 

You calculate that your melds, 
plus the canasta you must make 
to go out, bring you: up to 2875. 
You can meld all six of your 
cards, which would make it 2975. 
And the bonus for going out 
would make it 3075. You have no 
red three. 

Your partner has six cards. 
They may not count enough to 
bring your score down below 3000. 
So if you meld all your cards, 
you will begin the next deal 
needing 120 for your initial meld. 

The solution is to add your 
kings to the meld, completing the 
canasta; and meld 7-7-2; but don’t 
meld the joker. Discard it. The 
difference may be just enough 
to permit you to start the next 
deal needing only 90—and that 
may be the difference between 
winning and losing the game.
